LONDON, July 2.—Two hundred and 


fifty ieoimnda dollars and all the costs 
of the suit is the price the Marquis of 
Northampton has agreed to pay to set- 


the the suit for breach of promise 
brought against hifm by the actress, Miss 
Daisy Markham, whose real name is 
Violet Moss. 

The cost will amount to a consider- 
able sum on account of the number of 
distinguished ceunsel engaged to plead 
for the opposing parties. The damages 
agreed upon are the heaviest for breach 
of promise in many years. 

The Marquis, better known as Earl 
Compton, only recently succeeded to the 
title at the age of 27. The plaintiff is 
well known both in America and the 


British Isles under her-stage name. 


Sir Edward Carson, a’'i{ormer Solicitor- 
General, and Edward G. Hemmerds, Re- 
corder of Liverpool and member of Par- 
lament, with two junior barristers, ap- 
peared on behalf of Miss. Markham, who 
sued in her real name of Miss Moss. 
On the other side for the Marquis were 
Henry E. Duke, a Unionist member gf 
Parliament; Frederick E. Smith, one of 
the Unionist leaders, and Raymond As- 
quith, son of the Premier. 

The young Marquis previously offered 
$50,000 as a settlement and had paid the 
money into court, but this was refuse. 
Under the rules, if the case had gone 
to trial and Miss Markham had re- 
ceived a verdict for @ penny less than 
that sum, she would have had to pay 
the costs, which ran into the tens of

Wall Street Man Tells of Effort 
to Have Lauterbach Re- 
instated. 


$82,000,000 U. P. FORGERY 


Erasure on Books, .Witness: De- 
clared, Laid Foundations of 
Big Fortunes.

WASHING on June 2.—David Lamar, 


Wall. street operator and one time con- 
fidant of Russell Sage, James R. Keene 
and other financiers, amazed thé Senate 
Lobby Committee today by smilingly 
and frankly testifying- that it was he 
who impersonated Representatives Pal- 
mer and Riordan in telephone conversa. 
tions with Lewis Cass Ledyard, Paul D. 
Cravath, Chairman Robert 8. Lovett 
of the Union Pacific Board ana other 
prominent financiers, telling them thar 
Edward Lauterbach, a New York law- 
yer, could do great things for them in 
Washington. 

Lamar also astonished the committee. 
b¥ making a detailed charge that the 
Union Pacifié Railroad’s books had been 
forged on an item covering $82,000,000 and 
that as one result, Kuhn, Loe & Co. 
and the late E. H. Harriman had laid 
the foundations of gigantie fortunes. 
When Lamar had finished, Paul D. 
Cravath of counsel for the Union Pa- 
cific put in a prepared statement to the 
committee, alleging that Lamar’s charge 
concerning the $82,000,000—which is con- 
nected with the Union Pacific surplus— 
was part of a bear campaign to depress 
Union Pacific stock, of which the rail- 
road’s officials have had knowledge for 
several days. . 

Lamar amused, entertained and 
astounded the committee as he freely 
testified as to his impersonation of Con- 
gressmen over the telephone. He did it 
all, he said, to impress the financiers 
with the abilities of his friend, Edward 
Lauterbach, but he stoutly denied there 
was ever any mention that Lauterbach 
should profit by legal fees. 

In 1897, Lamar said, Russell Sage au- 
thorized him to proceed to compel the 
Union Pacific te pay the Government 
Lamar, with

Associated With Keene. 
When Sage retired from business in 


1901, on Sage’s recommendation he be- 
came associated with James R. Keene. 
Lamar said he warned Keene, when the 
latter was buying Union Pacific stock, 
that the railroad would ruin him to get 
revenge for Lamar’s previous activity. 
He detalled how, when Keene and his 
associates had $43,000,000 Union Pa fic, 
he took steps to enjoin the voting of 
certain stock so that BH. H. Harriman 
would be compelled to buy Keene's 
stock at a high figure. With Keene's 
approval he retained Lauterbach’s law 
firm and fd $25,000. Lauterbach and 
Lamar came to‘ Washington, paid For- 
aker a fee and engaged him. 

When the injunction finally was de- 
cided against Keene Union Pacific stock 
went down and Keene and his friends 
lost most of their fortunes. 

“As a result of the panic of 1907," 
said Lamar, ‘Harriman, Kuhn, Loeb & 
Co., the National City Bank and Morgan 
1& Co., became bound together as with 
an iron band.’’ 

“For the purpose of rendering my 
friend Lauterbach a service,” he said, 
“and to restore him to his former friend- 
ly relation with Kuhn, Loeb & Co., 
Jacob Schiff and the Union Pacific, I 
did have conversations over the tele- 
phone with Union Pacific officials and 
others, and inf.those conversations I did 
use the names of other persons. But 
there was no suggestion of a fee to 
Mr. Lauterbach. On the strength of 
these telephone messages, Judge Lovett 
came here and charged that Edward 
Lauterbach had tried to blackmall him.” 


The Lauterbach incident, he added, 
“paled into insignificance’’ compared 
with a $82,000,000 forgery which he al- 
leged was committed on the Union Pa- 
cific books in 1901. 

“IT don’t know who did it,”’ sald Lamar, 
“the chairman of the board or the of- 
fice boy, but I do know this $82,000,006 
was the fulcrum which enabled Harri- 
man and Kuhn, Loeb & Co. to gain con- 
trol of these corporations.”’

The marriage will take place at the 
Morey summer home at Harbor Point, 
Mich., and the bridal couple will go to 
Berlin, where they will pass their honey- 
moon in the historic barracks of the 
First Guard Artillery. At the time the 
engagement was announced, nearly two 
months ago, the Kaiser ordered the 
Lieutenant to join his regiment in 6 
days. 

Robert Barry Sullivan, 28 years old, 
son of a millionaire banker of Denver, 
a graduate of, Yale in the class of 190), 
died in a Denver hospital Oct. 10, 1907, 
following an operation for appendicitis 
performed the night before. Three min- 
utes before he died, his wife, .con- 
valescent after an operation for ap- 
pendicitis, was rushed in an ambulance 
to the hospital to tell him good-by. 

Wife in Hospital Week Before. 


One week before, Mrs. Sullivan had 
been discharged from the same hospitai. 
Her husband, in apparently ~ perfect 
health, met her at the hospital door and 
accompanied her to their home. Six 
days later the same ambulance took 
him to the same hospital. He was suf- 
fering from appendicitis in such form 
that there was little hope for him, but 
the surgeons operated on him while the 
wife waited in an agony of suspense ac 
their home. It was found his appendix 
Was punctured and the next afternoon 
he was told: he was dying and asked 
that his wife be brought to the hospital 
if it were possible for her to come with- 
out endangering her life.

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BISHOP JANSSEN 
DIES IN BELLEVILLE: 
STRICKEN APRIL 25 


Prelate Succumbs Wednesday 
Morning After Life Had Been 
Often Dispaired Of. 


John Janssen, Bishop of Belleville, died 
at the episcopal residence Wednesday 
morning at 10:55 o’clock. His physicians 
had been convinced that he could not 
survive the day and the last sacrements 
of the Catholic Church were adminis- 
tered at 5.a. m. by the Rev. Dr. J. H. 
Schlarmann, chancellor of the diocese. 

The Bishop’s death was due to heart 
disease. He was stricken April 2% at a 
celebration of the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of his consecration as Bishop. At 
that time it was thought death was 
imminent and the final rites were said. 
He rallied, however, although he has 
been at the point of death several times 
since then. 

Priests and Sisters at Bedside. 

Tuesday evening his physicians, Drs. 
B. H. Portuondo and E. M. Irwin, be- 
came alarmed at his condition. About 
20 priests, the sisters of the Immaculate 
Conception, the Order of Handmaidens 
of Jesus Christ and the Order of Notr2 
Dame were summoned to his bedside. 
They were with him until he died. 

Funeral arrangements have not been 
made. St. Peter’s Cathedral in Belle- 
ville, which was destroyed by fire in 
January, 1910, has been rebuilt and a 
big celebration was arranged for its 
completion In September. Beneath th» 
altar crypts have been constructed for 
the burial of bishops. It is thought 
Bishop Janssen will be the first to He 
in this mausoleum, 


Native of Germany. 
John Janssen was born at Keppelin, 


Germany, March 3, 1835, the son of peas- 
ants. At the age of 13 he entered a 
school at Calcar, near the Holland fron- 
tier. He displayed a remarkable pro- 
ficiency in Latin. Subsequently he was 
ordained to the priesthood. 

In 1858, Bishop H. D. Junker of Alton 
brought the young clergyman with him 
to the Alton diocese as a mission work- 
er. His first pastorate in America was 
that of St. John’s Church in Spring- 
field, Ill. He was secretary to Bishop 
Junker for the four years preceding the 
prelate’s death in 1868. 

The Alton see was vacant then for 15 
months and Father Janssen acted as 
diocesan chancellor. On the consecra- 
tion of Bishop Baldes, in 1870, he was 
made vicar-general, in which office he 
served seven years.- He then became 
rector of St. Boniface Church in Quincy. 

About that time the Western Catholic 
Union, a church insurance society, was 
organized. Father Janssen was made its 
benign protector, an office he held until 
his death. 7 

Became Bishop in _ 1887. 

In 1887 the Alton diocese was divided 
and the Belleville diocese, which extends 
south from Belleville to Cairo and east 
to the Wabash River, was created. 

Bishop Janssen was consecrated the 
head of it that year. The diocese in- 
cludes 85 churches, 72 parochial schools, 
eight hospitals, St. John’s Orphanage at 
Belleville. It has 70,000 Catholics, with 
110 priests.

You ¢an ride on Missouri railroads for 
2 cents a mile, if you are careful about 
picking out the places where you go. 

The Chicago & Alton and the Wabash 
put the new rate into effect Wednes.- 
day morning to all points on their lines 
in Missouri. They are the first to act 
on the United States Supreme Court's 
recent decision. The other roads are 
expectéd to do the same by Friday. 

This brought the one-way fare to Kan. 
sas City down from $7 to $5.50, and one 
of the other two lines which ran throtigh 
trains to Kansas City, the Missouri Pa- 
cific, at Y age met this cut, But it did 
not put the 2-cent rate in effect as to 
‘tintermediate ind noncompétitive points. 

The State Utilities Commission met 
with failroad representatives in Kansas 
City Tuesday night and M. L. Clardy, 
representing the “Missouri Pacific, ar- 
gued that the commission had the power 
to permit the roads to charge a higher 
rate than two cents and that this should 
be done, as he contended that eriforce- 
ment of the two-cent rate would be com- 
fiscatory. Chairman Atkinson said the 
commission Was not feady to make a 
final announcement as to its power in, 
this respect. | 

The prevailing sentiment among the 
railroad representatives was that the 
new raftés should be put itn effect at 
oneé, and accordingly the Alton and 
Wabash made them effective at once, 
instéad of waiting until Friday, as had 
been formerly announced. 

The Alton also lowered its freight 
rates Wednesday to conform with the 
maximum freight rate law. Other roads 
will lower their rates between now and 
July 15.

are not committed openly, but secretly. They are 
hedged about with the shifty concealments and 
dark-lantern methods of conscious conspirators.

The value of testimony of corruption is not 
measured by its source but by its truth. It is the 
character of the information, not of the witness, 
that counts. It is a question of fact.

It is the duty of a newspaper which performs 
its function as a guardian of the public interest 
to obtain information of conspiracies to betray 
the people, or of corruption in government at any 
cost.

The Purchase of Forest Park. 
‘To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 

In your issue of June 28 there appeared an ar- 
ticle suggesting that a monument should be 
erected in Forest Park to the memory of Judge 
Leffingwell as its purchaser. 

Without wishing to detract in any way what- 
ever from the credit due Judge Leffingwell I beg 
you will allow me to tell the true story of the 
purchase as I heard it so often from my father, 
the late Joseph O'Neil, who was at the time of the 
purchase Presiding Judge of the County Court 
and de facto first chairman of the Board of Park 
Commissioners, 

The need for a great park was being urgently 
felt by the people and the county 
authorities (and it gives me pleasure to 
say that my father dwelt on the fact that Judge 
Leffingwell was one of, if not, the most aggress- 
ive promoter of the idea which , eventually 
brought about the selection and acquisition of the 
present site, but when the matter was brought 
before the Court for action, the present site hav- 
ing been agreed upon, it was found that the 
county had no authority to appropriate money or 
issue bonds for the purchase of land for park 
purposes. In ‘@espair the promoters were about 
to give up and abandon the idea when Joseph 
O'Neil offered the suggestion that the members 
of the Court, acting for themselves as individuals, 
should secure an option on the land (which was 
offered at what would now be considered the 
ridiculously low figure of $600 or $700 per acre), 
pending which the State authorities would be 
asked to pass a special enactment whereby the 
county would be permitted to purchase the land 
selected for the purpose set forth. However, to 
sccure the option described «called for 
money and few of the Judges of the Coun- 
ty Court were rich men—some, in _ fact 
were very poor—so Joseph O'Neil stepped once 
more into the breach and where the necessary 
check could npdt be had, he took the subscribers’ 
notes for $2500 each (or thereabout). These notes 
he personally indorsed and discounted at the 
Citizens’ Savings Bank, of which he was presi- 
dent, and with the funds thus obtained, secured 
and held the option until passage of a special ens 
actment by the State Legislature, which permit- 
ted the purchase, at which time the option was 
exercised for the use and benefit of the county. 

Sometime later, Joseph O’Neil became aggress- 
ively interested in the movement known as 
“Scheme and Charter,” which resulted in the sep- 
aration of city and county, whereby the park, 
among other things, passed to the exclusive own- 
ership of the ‘city of St. Louis, 

Above is the story of the purchase of Forest 
Park, in the accomplishment of which, I believe. 
the greater share of credit will be readily ac- 
ceded Joseph O'Neil by all who are acquainted 
with the details, as the man to whom, more than 
any other, St. Louis owes its debt of gratitude 
for the eternal blessing it has in Forest Park.

XN 

HE first match that resembles ours 
in any way was made by 24 
Frenchman named Chancel. This 
was in 180. A bit of wood was 
tipped with chemicals that burst into 
flame when it was dipped into a bottle 
of acid. - A little later another match 
came into use. It was made of paper, 
the tip dipped in chemicals. Inside of 
the tip was a tiny glass bulb containing 
acid. When the bulb was crushed the 
acid combined with the chemicals and 
fire was produced. You can see how ut- 
terly impracticable and expensive these 

matches must have been. 

The first practical lucifer mated * was 
made by an Englishman, John Walker. 
It was much like our matches, but it 
had to be struck between folded sand- 
paper, so there was friction on all sur- 
faces at once. These sold for 2 cents a 
dozen. 

Then came a great problem. Yellow 
phosphorus; which is extremely poison- 
ous, was being used for match tips. One 
grain of it would kill a man. It was 
found that the employes In the match 
factories would fall very fll just from 
handling the stuff. People even com- 
mitted suicide by swallowing match 
heads. 

Thus evolved the safety match. In- 
stead of putting the phosphorus on the 
match, a small tip of the nonpolsonous 
kind (the red phosphorus) was put on 
the outside of the box and the match 
was struck on ft. A few years ago the 
Belgian Government offered a big prize 
for a “strike-anywhere” match not to 
contain any poisonous phosphorus. Two 
Fyenchmen won the prize. These match, 
es are now being made in great cuanti- 
ties. They are more expensive than the 
others. But it is hoped that, regardless 
of price, poisonous phosphorus will be 
done away with forever.
